A country is legislated for the beiiofit 
of tho people as a whole, and not to aui vq 
the selfish interests of the few who, be- 
cause they find thoinaelvos i!,'iiored, as 
thoy iniagiiio, do not hesitate to ivsort to 
any means, no matter how delotoriouH to 
tho Dublic 'weal, to secure tlieir private 
ends". Tho cry of tho "loyal opposition" 
now is for a general election. Compare 
this with thoir economical objections to 
an oxtra session, which would have cost 
Honio §12,000, while wore their present 
demand accoilcd to it would entail an ex- 
penditure of at least ?oO,000. Is tliia in 
keepiufj with the ao-ealled "retrenchment 
and reform" policy of tho late yuvern- 
Hieiit who when in power delayed ttiu 
necessary ropaire to public rooda, etc. , 
for tho purpose of creating an artificial 
aurplusf Is there ouy one who, while 
bearing this fact in mind and listening to 
their proaont irresponsible doniand for a 
uaeleHa and most unnecessary outlay; is 
theto any one, wo ask, who will for a mo- 
uieut miatiiko it for woU meant, though 
mistaken patriotisnii No! the counter- 
feit is too palpable; the fraud too ap- 
parent. It is peculiar to note how cir- 
cumstances alter cases, and how the pre- 
sent opposition when in i)owcr, strove to 
retain it by delaying tho calling together 
of the hou80,and when having been com - 
pelled to doao were iiunieiiiately defeated; 
and, because negotiations were kept pri- 
vate, said nothing was being done. Tiien, 
finding iteolf niiataken it instantly turned 
round and stated that too much had been 
done; and babbled about sacrificed public 
interest, country's birthright bartered, 
etc. Any impartial observer will at once 
realize how well tho present government 
has iictnd in adopting the only possible 
means to procure the construction of the 
Island railway, relief from tho dock lia- 
bility and tho opening of the railway 
lands. Can they bo blamed because the 
Dominion government saw fit to take e.\^ 
caption to a clause which was inserted for 
the protection of this province/ Surely 
not. Wity regard to deeding the l\>aco 
river tract in lieu f«r a large ipiantity 
of land included in the original railway 
bolt — which was considered practically 
valueless forayricultural purposes— it must 
bo borne in mind that the quantity thus 
deeded was largely determined by the 
hostile attitude that the late govornineiit 
always aaauiued towards tlie Doiiiiiiion, 
renderin;,' a aubstantiul grant iieeessaiy 
before oiir claims could obtain coiiaidei' 
atlon. As a matter of fact, the late gnv 
ernnient is jealous of the present admin 
iatrntiuu whose energetic lejgialatiou eon 
trastssn favorably with their own dilatory 
iiiftction. The incubus of the drydoek 
has been removed, a promise elicited 
from Sir John .Macilunald that the main- 
land lands will be thrown open at a rate 
not more thixu SI an acre and all settlers' 
rights respected. Not content with litis 
tho goveriimeiit has opened tho island 
lands in the vicinity wt Victoria and de- 
lined tho southern boiiadary of the rail- 
way roaorvo; and this, be it reineiiibeied, 
to meet the immediate wants and rocpiire- 
ments of the people, (iioat allowance 
can be made for tho opposition mouth- 
piece; but tho persistent distortion of 
facts is nauseating. 



EUROPE. 

Bkrlin, Juno 21. — Tho Hoods in .'Sile- 
sia are attended by waterspouts. A large 
part of tho town of Huschberg ia sub- 
merged, and the houses in adjacent vil- 
lages Hooded. The railway near Zalsbuni 
is washed away and a number of cattle 
have perished. Dispatches from IJie.-i- 
lau state that during the past tweiily-finir 
hours tho rise in the river Weiaer at the 
town of that name has been alai-iiiing, 
the water having reached the liiglieat 
point since 1H25. The evangelical school 
and church, two barracks and part of tlie 
postotiico are submerged. IJiHastmu-t 
fluods are reported in Bohemia and Mo- 
ravia. The Danube is exiiected to ovei - 
flow its banks shortly, as the river Juii 
and mountain streams are rising rajjidly. 

London, .June 21. — Racing at .Stock 
bridge began to-day. The race for the 
Stockbridgo cup, valued at DOO sovereigns 
was won by P. Lorillard's Iroquis, nom- 
inated by the Prince of Wales; Prince 
SottykofTs Scobille -second; Sir G. Chet- 
wynd's Magician third. Duly three ran. 
Betting at the .start was si.x to five on Iro- 
quois. Irotiuois won by three lengths. 

The Beaufort handicap race, 200 sov- 
ereigns, added to a sweepstake of ten sov- 
ereigns, was won by E. C. Godfrey's Sea 
Horse; P. Lorillard's Sachem second ;Do- 
Seynina" Pyreneae third. There were 8 
starters in the race. The .lohnstono plate 
handicap, 100 guineas, was won liy 1'. 
Lorillard's Arizona; J. A. Craven's The 
Duke, second; F. tiardinue's ^^'ellingtl]n 
third. There were ten starters. Iro- 
quois was ridden by Cannon, bcobillc liy 
Rossiter and Magician by Archer. 

Berlin,. I one 20. — The arrest of the Po- 
lish author Krazonski, and other persona 
charged with giving information to liusa- 
ian rovblutionista regarding the move- 
ments of fiuasian troops, will load to their 
trial'Dn a charge of high treason. Import- 
ant evidence has been obtained against 
them. A Polish editor named Alder liat; 
handed to the German anibaaaador at Vi- 
enna important papers bearing on their 
case, which have been forwarded. 

BKU.s.sr.L.s, June 21. — There is proceed- 
dng at Marcheau the trial of Boland, the 
French adventurer, who by pretending to 
know Victor Hugo, ( lambetta and other 
pron'iinent men, obtained §000,000 from 
local banks and tied to France, but was 
extradited on demand of tho Belgian au- 
thorities. In the proceedings yesterday 
the prisoner declared Gambetta had paid 
a large amount for procuring important 
Gennan papers concerning Bismarck; 
also that tho money he had been accused 
of embszuling had really boon paid by him 
to bribe members of the French chamber 
of deputies. 

Dublin, June 21. — Inquiry is now in 
progress at Mullingar in connection with 
the murder of Mrs. Smythe on April 22. 
An informer testified that an ' assassina- 
tion society has been started by Michael 
and John Fagan, with the object of re- 
moving bad landlords. Among those 
named by tho society were two gentloinen 
named Smythe, living in the county 
Longford, and two of the prisoners were 
deputed to execute tho sentence. The 
prisoners charged with complicity in the 
murder of Mrs. Smythe were present at 
the meeting hold iNlarch 18lh, 1S82, mt- 
outside tho house of the mother of tho 
Fagans. :

It is Pliil Daly 'a en- 
tor[)rise and is tlio llrat deliberate attempt 
inride in this eountry to itiiilate the lu.\ur- 
ious boarding houses at Baden and other 
spa.s and to entice American women to 
imitate the practices of the conlincntal 
fashionables. 

SuKKVEPOKT, La., Juii9 20. — The facts 
in regard to the killing of Borden by Jen- 
kins are iiot fully given to the public. It 
is believod the y<jung lady implicated 
made no such confession of being seduced 
by liorden. Tliis I'pinion ia supported 
by tho fact that she had previously stated 
she was to be married to Jenkins, and 
had written to several friends to bo pre- 
sent at the wedding. The theory advaneeil 
by s ■iiie peisoius is that .1 en kins was lab- 
oring under mental aberration when he 
eonimitted the deed . Unless the young 
lady corroborates Jenkins' allegations, 
there is no denying that he will have a 
hard time of it. 

PuiLADEii'iiiA, June 20. - The police 
to day found in the cellar of a dw'elling at 
22-1;) North fifth street, formerly occupied 
by Dr. latiuc ljathaway,^an alleged abor- 
t'unist, the bodies of several children and 
a huge number of human bones.

She 
told tlie iitliciala at tlic time that her lius- 
liaiul liad performed several criminal oper- 
atiniis upon her, and she knew lie had 
performed hulidteds of others. I p to 4 
o clock this afternoon twenty-one skulls, 
or portions of skulls, of infants had been 
I'ound buried in the cellar of tho dwelling 
Dr. Hathaway is now in the county pri- 
son on a charge fi' as.s.iulting a relative. 
The coroner has lodged a detainer at the 
prison against him. 

PuiLADKU'HiA, Juno 21. — The portion 
of human remains found in the liouse for- 
inurly occupied by Dr. Hathaway, was ex- 
amined at the coroner's otiice by a pliy - 
aiciaii and the collection pronounced 
facial bones. He expressed the opinion 
thoy were probably theroinaiiis of a dozer, 
babes. The authorities will make an ex- 
amination of the other dwelling recently 
occupied by the doctor. 

— The Butte 
coach with eight- passengers — live men 
and three women— was stopped by two 
road agents 28 miles from Helena, yester- 
day. Tho passengers were searched but 
only about S25 were taken. Une of the 
women had 87000. John B. Reed, city 
editor of tho Rutte Iiiter-Mountiiineer, 
was a paaaeiiger. He gave up only a dol 
lar and a half but had StiOO hidden in an 
iii.side pocket, which was not discovered. 
The robbers took the treasure box from 
tho coach. A valuable watch was taken 
from one of the passengers , but re - 
turned. 

Salt Lake, June 21. — Early this morn- 
ing a fire broko out in Clawsoii'a wagon ] 
depot and communicated to tho old conn- I 
cil house and Savage's art gallery, which 
were entirely consumed. .Shortly after 
tho fire broke out a terrible explosion oc- 
curred, similar to the great e.xploaion on 
Arsenal hill several years ago. Buildings 
throughout the city were shaken and near 
the seeiio of the fire tho wreck was com- 
plete. Plate glass windows, sashes ami 
doors were blown in, and the sidewalk 
covered with glass. The loss from the 
breakage of plate glass on Main street 
alone is over §20,000. .Several men were 
injured by broken ^I'l-ss, but so far iis 
known no one serioualy . The loss ia esti- 
mated at 8100,000.

sits 111 obedience to a nod from the prince. 
.\l)ove the dais are gathered in a jiictiir 
esq lie assemb'.ige all tho people of the 
proeeasioii foi .vliom seats had been "le- 
si i'vi'il," and I'.iiO add inure lo the etleel 
of the scene tiiiii they would have doie,- 
had they sunk comfortably into their al- 
lot led places. Vet after the arrival of the 
prince nobody on the Moor thought of 
Hitting (liiwii, and quite half the audi 
eiice remained standing oii their chairs.
